Chairman Clow called the meeting to order at 9:00 a.m.
Chairman Clow introduced a proposed letter from the Committee to the Governor,
State Board of Education and State Superintendent regarding conclusions of the
standards review work performed by the subcommittees for Math, Science and
English Language Arts (ELA).
In answer to committee questions, Marilyn Whitney, SDE, stated the negotiated
rule-making process is planned to begin in two weeks.
Rep. DeMordaunt and Rep. Marshall discussed the ELA subcommittee
comments.
Rep. Wisniewski discussed the subcommittee comments regarding science
standards.
Rep. Ehardt stated well-rounded knowledge is necessary regardless of future
employers. Rep. Yamamoto agreed that occupational goals shift too frequently
and that all students should have a well-rounded education.
Vice Chairman Kerby discussed the subcommittee math standard comments
and the creation of the new model. Rep. Moon stated the new standards should
be implemented as soon as possible.
Chairman Clow thanked the Committee for their input, stating he will continue to
refine the draft with Senator Thayn prior to signing.
